Veteran Steamboatmen Hardly 


Expect a Clearing Before the 
Middle of March. 


It was too cold for the dynamiting crews 
of the Wiggins Ferry Co. and the harbor 
department to continue their work of dyna- 
niting the ice in the river Monday morn- 
ing, and all work In that line was sus- 


There was a channel about 6 yards in 
width alorg the west shore from Biddle 
street to Chouteau avenu, and south of 
Lesperance street there was another chan- 
nel which was opened by the Wiggins 
Ferry Co. Sunday, but otherwise the river 
was solidly frozen. 

Capt. H. F. Conly of the Wiggins Ferry 
tug Susie Hazard, said the ice under Eads 
bridge extended to the bottom of the river 
iu many places, and that the average 
depth where the ice was piled up was 
about three feet. 

Capt. Thomas 8. Cooney, captain of the 
harbor boat Mark Twain, agreed with 
these estimates, and added that the aver- 
age thickness of the ice, where it had not 
been packed and piled up, was 14 inches. 

The west shore channel was cleared by 
the tug Susie Hazzard last week, and has 
been kept open by the flood of warmer 
water from the Biddie street sewer. The 
channel opened gouth of Lesperance street 
and extending well down the river was 
opened Saturday and Sunday by the Wig- 
gins Ferry Co. to afford an outlet for the 
ice, should it show an inclination to break 
up farther upstream. 

Old river men say the river has not been 
in such condition for at least 3% years. The 
river, they.@ay, has been frozen over and 


traffic tled up many times during that pe- 
riod, but never for so long a time. 


It is not expected that the ice will get 
out of the river at St. Louls before the 
middle of March unless there should be 
an unprecedented spell of moderating 
weather and a heavy rise in the river.

St. Louisans do not lack for company in 
their misery caused by today’s superlative 
cold wave. 

From the frost-bitten trail he has left, it 
is easy to see that Boreas has promenaded 
the entire length of the Mississippi valley, 
and, while the chill effects of his presence 
seem to have been broken at the Rockies 
and to have gradually died away to the 
eastward, the entire middle states area is 
shivering in perfect unison, and the oldest 
citizens in the entire district have been 
squelched. 

While the eastern cities are spared the 
sufferings incidental to the local mercury 
shrinkage, they are drawing their allow- 
ance of trouble, New York especially being 
hard hit. 

The trouble in Gotham lies in a glassy 
coat of ice which Sunday morning encrust- 
ed the entire face of the earth, so’ far as 
Gothamites were able to see, and made 
travel for man and beast a dangerous busi- 
ness and a prohibited pastime.

Railroad service the country over is 
paralyzed and trains throughout the cen- 
tral states are anywhere from six to 36 
hours late, and in many cases have 
been annulled entirely. In some of the 
snow-swept districts traffic has been 
brought to a complete standstill by the 
drifts.

Trains are very generally abandoned or 
hopelessly delayed, ranging from 12 to 36 
hours. Sasiness is almost at a standstill, 
travel suspehded and the reports that are 
coming back from the western ranges and 
fram the central feeding districts indicate 
that early predictions of great loss of 
stock were entirely too conservative.

I view them now gathering 
around swapping yarns as to what “Bat” 
did thereabouts. There'll be a bunch in 
the Crescent. another bunch in Johnny 
Murphy’s and a larger set in the “hurdy- 
gurdy” Kept by Nelly Price—for the Cres- 
cent was “Bat’s” place in Denver. Johnny 
Murphy was as near a friend and confidant 

as “Bat” ever had and Price—well, Price 
tala me the story himself of how ‘“Bat’’ 
once pirked a ‘“greaser’’ barber to save 
the life of a woman in Denver. 

/ Not that’‘‘Bat’. ever had a real confi- 
dant, you see, for he was a queer sort, 
was ‘Bat’ in the old days—quiet and dis- 
tant like, relying more upon the doings 
of his gun than upon the friendship of 
men. 

If you've never trailed the border you 
ean’t see “Bat’’ as I saw him the day that 
the bunch of ‘“‘sure thing’’ men cantered 
into Dodge City. 

He was short and stocky then, just as he 
is today—but the gray had not crept into 
his hair, and, left half long, its blue black 
ends used to curl out under a sombrero of 
the grayish tint of the storm clouds that 
lay banked over Boot Hill. There were 
spangles of silver and gold hanging from 
the brim that twinkled like a Mexican 


chameleon. 
A Picture of Bat. 


His neck was tawny and thick, and about 
it was knotted, under the chin, a scarf of 
silk, flaming scarlet as the coverts of the 
fire back. 

He wore fringed leggings and spurs of 
polished steel and gold. He was a dandy, 
I tell you, even to his saddle traps—his 
being of stamped leather. 

Man-like, he gave his only “pard’’—his 
gun—a woman's name, “Marie.” And he 
petted and cared for it like it could talk, 
and it could. 

This “reminiscing,’’ as you call. ft, makes 
me homesick, as it twill “Bat.” I suppose, 
when he reads what I tell you. But this 
is not what you wanted. 

“Bat” was as straight in his habits as 
his shooting—he was the terror of the 
crowds that used to ride howling into town. 
Meeting ‘‘Bat,’’ they usually rode out a few 
less, a. deal wiser and mum as a dead 
Cheyenne. 

“Bat” always stood for a square game— 
he thought it legal, and said so; but when 
a “sure thing’’ crowd piled in one day, 
and had gathered together the fairest buf- 
falo skins in the town, “‘Bat’’ just came 
out and had the word spread that 24 hours 
was their limit to stay. He told them to 
leavo the skins behind lest they be turned 
inte burial shrouds. 

When the last minute came, 
was howling like a band of hungry coyotes 
and the rain was spilling like a slulceway. 


“Bat,”’ with two 45-ers and a rifle, walked : 


down the middle of the street. There were 
ll in the garg that were ordered out. They 
had laughed at “Bat’s’’ order. Four of them 
got away in the darkness and the seven 
were planted next morning in Boot Hill. 

We call it “Boot Hill’ because we put 
there all those that died with their boots 
on. The name sticks to this day. 


His Life in Denver. 


“Bat” used to have a place called the 
Urescent, at Denver, as I toid you before. 
It was the best in town. Then he owned 
the Jockey Club, on Lorimer street. He 
never drank anything hard; seltzer was his 
favorite. He was looked upon as “square” 
and was always found upon the side of 
Jaw and order. 

Hie loved rattlesnakes more than “sure 
thing’’ gamblers, and he acted accord-

“Bat” had 28 notches in his gun last 
time I heard of him, but probably has 
iuore: now, leastwise I expect it is so, for 
he was a man with opportunities. 

There was a party of newspaper chaps 
came out to Nevada once to write things 
about “Bat,” but he was no “poser,”’ and 
would not open up for them. They told 
him of the money they would make out of 
it, all of it lost if he refuged. ‘“‘Bat’’ dove 
into his pockets, drew out $4—all he had— 
and said: “You fellers can have $% of this 
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if you like~I need the other doliar my- 
self.’’ 

That was 
businesslike! 

“Bat’’ had no use for a good many of the 
fighting cow punchers that hoveréa about 
Fort Seott and Dodge City, but he never 
sent any man below ground except it was 
due time for him to go. 


His Various Occupations. 

His life would fill many pooks; he was 
with Miles as a lieutenant and scout in 
the Cheyenne country; was buffalo hunter 
on the Cinnamon River; ran faro at Den- 
ver; held the watch for Jake Kilrain when 
he fought Sullivan at Richburg, Miss.— 
but what’s the use telling the old stories. 

That was “Bat” all right—his measure 
from spurs to sombrero. 

One day ‘Bat’ was detailed to watch a 
gentleman who had gone afoul of the 
sheriff in Denver. Ihe man asked “Bat”’ 
to let him have a little private talk with 
his wife. “Bat’’ was courteous for the 
lady’s sake, consented, and the gentleman 
drew away a rod or two toward the win- 
dow. The window was three-quarters of a 
story from. the street. 

In a moment when “Bat’’ was lighting 
his cigar the gentleman made a sudden 
spring from the window into the gtreet 
and ran pellmell. 

“The gosh darned fool,” drawied “Bat,” 
“that’s the way he prizes friendship, hey?” 

He leaned out, there was the crack of 
a Colt gun, and “Bat’’ left the window. 
leisurely observing to Dr. Swift: ‘Doc, 
there’s a fellow hurt down at the corner. 
I guess he needs you.” 

“Who was the gentleman? It was me— 

that’s the time “Bat” got me right.

Never saw Miss Wertz, 
before that time. Hope my explanation 
is clear. 

Permit me to tell you the story of 
Miss Wertz’s conection with the coroner’s 


office as she told it to me. Judge then 
what opportunity a woman has when she| 


holds an appointive position controlled by 
political preferment. It has to do with 
laws pertaining to transcmption and other 
details of a municipal office. 

“I was appointed to this position last 
March under Dr. Funkhouser. Our summer 
was busy. So busy that with working over- 
time it was not possible to keep transcrip- 
tions up to date. Dr. Baron came into office 
Nov. 28. He appointed as his deputy Dr. 
Lloyd, who was employed in the postoffice, 
but who had served as coroner and deputy 
coroner at different times. 

“Dr. Lolyd announced some time after 
his appointment that he would soon have 
a new official stenograpner. Some one in- 
quired if he hadn't a competent one. He 
replied that he would have his former sten- 
ographer, Mr. Haizlip. Mr. Haizlip votes, 
you know. I don’t. 

“My work was behind and I hoped to 
have it straightened out by the time 
changes were made, as I knew they were 
forthcoming. It was my privilege to have 
an assistant. I had one—Mrs. Eula Harris. 
I found another whom 1 set to work. 

“I spoke about the second assistant to 
Dr. Baron. He said: ‘We must do with- 
out her. I want the expenses of this of- 
fice to be less now than they were in Dr. 
Funkhouser’s time.’ I told him that she 
could not very well be discharged until 
the 18th. He said: ‘I'll see to that. I'll 
pay her out of my own pocket rather than 
have her stay here.’ He did so. 

“T reminded him that it would be well 
for me to complete all back work by Feb- 
ruary. He did not seem to understand. 
Perhaps he did not know the law con- 
cerning the making of transcriptions by 
the stenographer that had taken the notes. 
Unless this is done the transcriptions are 
illegal. 

‘"n January Mr. Haizlip, although he 
was then assistant stenographer and pros- 
pective official stenographer, went to New 
York to see about another position. 

‘His departure bothered Dr. Baron, who 
came to me and asked if I would stay 
as official stenographer if Mr. Haizlip did 
not return and the Republicans named no 
man to fill his position. I said that I 
would remain at my present salary, and 
he seemed satisfied. 

“Mr. Haizlip returned, and then I was 
expected to give up my position. I was 
| tendered the assistantship ¢ at the salary 
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of $0 per month. I'refused, and remind- 
ed Dr. Baron of the unmade transcriptions, 
told him that I was the only ofe that 
could legally make those, and that until 
they were done I should demand. my reg- 
ular salary, as I had not been given as- 
sistance in my work. 

“He told me that I would receive but 
$50, and then visited the mayor and the 
comptroller, but they gave him no satis- 
faction. They said that my view of the 
transcription question was right. 

“Dr. Baron said he would not give me 
my check at the end of the month, but 
the treasurer ohanged his custom that 
month, and instead of giving the checks 
into the hands of the coroner, he visited 
each employe and paid him or her in per- 
son. 

“Dr. Baron came into my office and took 
from it the notes and all else that had 
to do with the cases in November, some 
of them had happened before he quali- 
fied for office. These he placed in the 
safe. saying at the same time to me: “I 
don’t want you to touch these. Make your 
transcriptions for January. That will be 
your work now.’ 

“I minded. Several days ago Dr. Howard 
Carter came to the office to see about 
fees that were due him for autopsies that 
had been made when Dr. Funkhouser was 
coroner. He could not receive his fees be- 
cause the transcripts were not made. 
They were locked up in Dr. Baron's safe, 
and I had been forbidden to touch them. 

“I told Dr. Carter so in the presence of 
Dr. Baron. As an excuse, Dr. Baron said: 
“Work here is behind because of neglect. 
Mrs. Harris, the assistant stenographer, 
was absent from the office yesterday with- 
out my permission.’ 

“The truth of the matter was that Mrs. 
Harris was_at home because she had a 
Sore foot and the weather was cold. She 
had but followed the example of Mr. Haiz- 
lip. She said to me when she went home: 
‘I don’t see why I should endanger my 
health by going out in this weather. I'll 
just do as Mr. Haizlip does.’ 

“After this Mrs. Harris went home. 
There was a disagreement as to whether 
she had been discharged or whether she 
had given up her position. 

“Matters stand thus at present. I will 
not anaes an assistantship at $50 a month. 
My work must be completed. ‘ere a 
man no one would make such a proposi- 
t:on to me. 

“That was merely a ‘bluff,’ but it failed.” 
Meanwhile there is the transcription law 
aud the locked-up notes. If the safe isn’t 

unlocked, how will Miss Wertz complete 
her work. Unless it is completed by her 
the transcripts are illegal, and no fees can 
be drawn by those to whom they are dut. 

While she is doing that work or wait- 
ing to do it, she is entitled to a salary of 
$150 a month.

Early Monday morning the various pe 
ity organizations began to hurry more 
fuel and clothing to people they knew to 
be in want, anticipating in most cases the 
applications which they knew would 
come, The manager of ihe Provident As- 
sociation said: 

“We have had all our teams at work 
hauling coal to the people who we know 
are in need of it. 

“We need, right now, 25 tons more coal 
than we have, although we have been able 
to meet all immediate demands. 

“Several applications for aid have been 

received this morning, and all have been 
filled at once without investigation. 

“At such a time it would be cruel to wait 
until applications could: be’ inquired into, 
and the worthiness of the applicants de- 
termined. So we are giving the aid first 
and deferring the investigation to such 
time as will be more convenient. 

‘We went over our books this morning 
and sought out all those who, even though 
they had not applied, were probably in 
need, and hurried fuel to.them. 

“The demand on this association has been 
unusually great this winter. In the past 
two months we have spent $12,000 in re- 
lief work. We have had as much money, or 
perhaps a little more than usual, but the 
calls have been greater than heretofore.”’ 

The manager of the United Jewish Chari- 
ties said: 

“We have, so far, been able to give im- 
mediate response to all demands made 
upon us. We had anticipated much of the 
misery that this spell has brought, and 
filled the wants in advance. 

“We are at present able to meet all the 
calls made upon us. We have not had any 
applications for shelter, byt ‘have found 
much misery in the homes we have vis- 
ited.’ 

The Salvation Army officials report that 
they have had an unusual demand for aid, 
but have so far been able to supply the 
most pressing needs of those who have 
applied. 

The other charity associations say they 
have been meeting the demands upon them, 
but will soon be in need of additional fuel, 
food and clothing.

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THE CAMPAIGN FUND EVIL. 

The senatorial committee which is investigating the cam- 
paign funds of the political parties in this state is bringing out 
most interesting and important facts. The testimony discloses 
violations of the proprieties and the laws by the chairmen 
of both the Democratic and the Republican campaign committees. 

Judge Evans, chairman of the Democratic committee admitted 
that he had asked contributions from the police and the state 

: officers. The assertion that the police contributions were volun- 
| tary is ridiculous in the light of the letter sent out by Secre- 
tary Faulkner requiring of captains the “usual voluntary sub- 

— ” according to the schedule, ranging from $36 for cap- 

ains to $9 for janitors. The collection was an assessment en- 

orced by the fear of dismissal. It was a gross violation of the 
' proprieties, which should be punishable under the law. 

On the other hand, Republican Chairman Niedringhaus sought 
ajid received contributions from postmasters, in direct violation 
of federal law. 

§We firid many violations of the spirit if not the letter of the 

state law requiring the filing of sworn statements of the con- 
tributions, with the names of contributors and the expenditures 
of ~ ‘“aign committees. The names of contributors are con- 
codle. ander the word “collected,” the name of the collector 
alone being given. Men who thought their names would not 
look well on the lists of party contributors sent their contribu- 
tions through friends, who designated them as “collected.” The 
contributions of corporations were put down as “collections.” 
We dind men representing great interests contributing to the 
campaign funds of partiés ‘with which they are not openly affil- 
iated. Mr. Gould's policy of being Democratic or Republican, 
as circumstances required, seems to’ be popular with the heads 
of eorporations which have an interest in politics. 

‘The publicity law is not obeyed. And no effort has been made 
to enforce any but its formal provisions. It is a good law and 
should be rigidly enforced.

With the creation of the office of physical 
director and the acquisition of its new gym- 
nasium and athletic fleld, Washington Uni- 
versity seems destined to become a power 
in local athletic circles. The absence of 
proper training facilities, more or less in- 
competent management and a student body 
almost entirely devoid of that necessary 
incentive good athletics, school spirit, have 
all combined heretofore to exclude the 
Myrtle and Maroon from that position to 
which its scholastic equipment entitled it. 

Although the new regime is scarcely two 
weeks old, its effects are already beginning 
to show. Frank 8. Ewerhardt, who has 
been given full sway in athletic affairs, is 
in correspondence with a number of candi- 
dates for the position of coach for the dif- 
ferent teams; the managers are arranging 
elaborate schedules for the track, base- 
ball, tennis and other teams, and on Mon- 
day afternoon the regular classes in gym- 
nastics will begin regular work under 
Ewerhardt. 

Mass work in the gymnasium is a new 
feature at the university and probably, 
later on, the work will be made compul- 
sory. The results of this work in keeping 
the men always in condition will be in- 
valuable when the outdoor training is te- 
gun. 

The splendidly equipped gymnasium, for- 
merly the Fhysical Culture: building at 
the World's Fair, and the large siadium in 
which were contested the great Olympic 
games of 1904, will more than any other 
thing enable Washington to reach its right- 
ful standing in athletics.

Special coaches are to be 
engaged for all other branches of athietics. 

The removal of the new buildings and the 
establishment of the new system have de- 
layed the making of definite arrangements 
for track, baseball and tennis teams. While 
schedules have not been completed by the 
managers, some good contests already have 
been booked. 

Manager Alec Skinker of the track team 
has set several dates for field meets, and 
this year a number of innovations will be 
introduced. 

The most important meet in contempla- 
tion, but not yet completed, is a proposed 
invitation meet for interscholastic schools 
in Missouri. Shis scheme, which is simi- 
lar to those followed by the University of 
Chicago, Michigan and colleges in the East, 
will do much toward increasing the popu- 
larity of athletics in the state, and, above 
all, will attract attention to the athietic 
equipment at Washington. The annual in- 
terscohlastic meets given by the University 
of Chicago to the schools of the Windy 
City have been the means of drawing 
many athletes to the Midway school. The 
university coaches keep close watch of the 
work of the High School athletes and the 
desirable men generally are landed.

BOILERS EXPLODED IN 1871 


Capt. Brolaski and Lew Harper 
Among the Fortunate—Par- 
alysis Cause of Death. 


Peter Wirtz, former deputy harbor 
“master, whose funeral will be held Tues- 
Gay morning, is one of the few survivors 
of the wreck of the W. R. Arthur, famous 
in the annals of river steamboatmen. 

The Arthur's boilers exploded Jan. 28, 
1871, at 1:30 o'clock in the morning. More 
than -a hundred passengers were killed or 
drowned. Not one in ten escaped. Capt. 
Harry Brolaski, Lew Harper of the South- 
ern Hotel and Wirtz were among the for- 
tunate few. . 

Capt. Brolaski was master of the steam- 
boat. Wirtz was second clerk. Mr. Harper 
was just beginning his river career. 

Forcing its way through fields of floating 
ice the Arthur. one of the finest boats in 

¢ Louisville-New Orleans trade, reached 

he head o: Island No. #, 14 miles above 
Memphis, Tenn. 

Only the stokers feeding the great fur- 
nace and the pilot aloft in his pilot house 
wero awake. The staterooms were filled 
with sleepers, men, women and children. 

A great flame shot to the heavens and 
the. report which followed w 
pe nga teMing of another pease at tae 

There was no time to lower the 
boats. What was left of the steamboat 
had caught fire from the exploded boilers. 
and the choice between the fire behind and 
the ice-caked river was all that the sur-

He does not know how Mr. Wirtz 
escaped.

The explosion of the Arthur, in loss of 
life, ranks next to the Sultana disaster in 
Mississippi river history. 

Mr. Wirtz died Saturday from the eects 
of paralysis.

Barrett and Gartigan Fail to Make

JUDGE TAYLOR DECIDES 


Delegates Had No Authority to 
Incur Expense in Invest- 
gating Licenses. 


Judge Taylor of the Circuit court denied 
Monday the writs of mandamus applied for 
by Peter T. Barrett and William J. Gavi- 
gan, to compel Bernard Dierkes, city 
auditor, to audit their claims for compen- 
sation for services rendered a committee 
of the House of Delegates appointed in 
1908 to investigate the licenses and taxes 
paid by merchants and citizens gzeneraily. 

Barrett gave the committee legai advice 
and Garrigan was clerk of the eommittee. 
Barrett's clafm was for $185 and Garri- 
gan’s for $1060. 

Judge Taylor. in. his decision, sustains 
the position of Second Associate City Coun- 
selor Benjamin H. Charles, that the House 
of Delegates had no authority to appro- 
priate money for these purposes. 

The alternate writ is quashed and judg- 
ment& rendered against Barrett and Gavi- 
gan for the costs. 

In the case of Barrett, the application 
was denied because the charter provides |, 
that the city counselor and his assistants 
shall attend to the legal business of the 
city and provide attorneys whenever asked 
for by any branch of the city government. 

In the case of Gavigan, it is said that 
the House had no right to create a new 
position, which was in effect what was 
done when Gavigan was appointed and 
that besides the charter provides that no 
clerk sha!l receive a salary of more than 
$1800 a year, while Gavigan is cla'ming an 
amount in excess of this. 

Barrett says he will take his case to the 
court of appeals. Gavigan says he wil 
sue the city.
